Morehead State University officially 
marked the opening of its Regional En- 
terprise Center in West Liberty with a 
ribbon cutting ceremony on Thursday, 
Oct. 11, following a Morgan County 
Chamber of Commerce luncheon at the 
complex. 

The facility, formerly known as the 
UK-Morgan County Regional Technol- 



ogy Center, opened in 2003 with the 
Morgan County Public Library (also 
housed in the building) and came under 
MSU control from the University of 
Kentucky on July 1 through a lease with 
the Morgan County Fiscal Court. 

MSU President Wayne Andrews, 
who was introduced by Chamber of 
Commerce President Hank Allen, said 
at the luncheon the center will be oper- 



ated with “boldness and energy” on an 
annual budget of $500,000. 

“This is a transitional celebration,” 
Andrews said. “UK endeavored through 
the center to bring meaningful activity 
to this community. MSU will continue 
to do that with its strategic investment 
in the future of Morgan and surround- 
ing counties, and all of Eastern Ken- 
tucky.” 




Modeled after the James F. Hardymon Building on the campus of the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky, the Regional Enterprise Center is a state-of-the art high tech- 
nology building designed to advance interaction and community among local 
and regional educators and industrial constituents. 



Mission remains the same: to be regional economic 
catalyst, hub for technology instruction, training 



Andrews also said renaming the cen- 
ter would be crucial to the facility’s suc- 
cess. 

“We wanted to re-brand the center 
with a new name,” Andrews said. “The 
name we selected - Regional Enterprise 
Center - brings with it a connotation of 
success. MSU wants this complex to be 
perceived as a building of great oppor- 
tunity.” 

The original MSU at West Liberty 
structure located near the enterprise cen- 



ter and library has also been renamed 
and is now the campus’s Academic Cen- 
ter. 

MSU’s plans for the center include 
additional programming for public 
school teachers and administrators, as 
well as continued training for current 
and future business entrepreneurs. MSU 
will also serve community-based orga- 
nizations with its Center for Regional 
Engagement.

Tips for a better 
mammogram 

• Bring a list of the places, 
dates of mammograms, biopsies, 
or other breast treatments you 
have had before. 

• If you have had 
mammorgrams at another facility, 
you should make every attempt to 
get those mammorgrams so that 
they are available to the radiolo- 
gist at the current examination. 

• On the day of examination, 
do not wear deodorant; this can 
interfere with the mammogram by 
appearing on the x-ray film as 
spots. 

• If your breasts are tender the 
week before your period, you 
should avoid mammograms dur- 
ing this time. The best time for 
you to have a mammogram is one 
week after your period. 

• You should describe any 
breast symptoms or problems that 
you are having to the technolo- 
gist performing the examination. 
Be prepared to tell the person do- 
ing the mammogram (mammog- 
raphy technologist) about hor- 
mone use, family or personal his- 
tory of breast cancer, and any 
prior surgeries. You should also 
discuss any changes or problems 
in your breasts with your doctor 
or nurse before having a mammo- 
gram. 

• If you do not her from your 
doctor within 10 days, do not as- 
sume that your mammogram was 
normal— call your doctor or the 
facility.

Center Director Porter Dailey, 
who has overseen operations 
since it opened in 2003 and 
whose contract was recently re- 
newed by MSU through June 
2008, also spoke briefly before 
the ribbon cutting. 

“Morgan County and MSU 
have shared like purposes for 120 
years,” Dailey said. “MSU, un- 
der Dr. Andrews’s leadership, is 
committed to making the region 
a better place to live, work and 
raise our families. The enterprise 
center will help MSU meet chal- 
lenges and create opportunities in 
the school’s service region.” 

Following Dailey’s com- 
ments, Andrews recognized 
former Judge Executive Sid 
Stewart and State Rep. John Will 
Stacy for their efforts in secur- 
ing funds for the center. 

Stacy said the facility will 
benefit from MSU’s commitment 
to public education. 

“Young men and women in 
Eastern Kentucky are being edu- 
cated like never before,” Stacy 
said. “This enterprise center will 
be a part of that, along with all 
of the thoughtful students pro- 
duced by the university. Ken- 
tucky needs all the light MSU 
graduates can bring to meet the 
challenges of the future.” 

Andrews’s closing remarks 
reflected Stacy’s sentiment. 

“We at Morehead State Uni- 
versity are very proud of the fact 
that this year marks 120 years of 
service since Frank and Phebe 
Button opened the Morehead 
Normal School on an October 



morning in 1887,” Andrews said. 
“They came on a mission to 
‘bring a light to the mountains.’ 
Today, by what we are doing with 
this facility in West Liberty, that 
light shines even brighter.” 

The event concluded with the 
ribbon cutting held in the 
facility’s lobby, with Rep. Stacy, 
President Andrews, Morgan 
County Public Library Board 
Chair Mary Kay Motley, MSU 
Provost and Vice President for 
Academic Affairs Dr. Karla 
Hughes, Judge Executive Tim 
Conley, Morgan County Public 
Library Director Michael 
Griffitts and Center Director 
Dailey participating.

The location of the Technol- 
ogy Center in West Liberty was 
a project of Rep. John Will Stacy, 
who with the cooperation of 
former Judge Executive Sid 
Stewart and the Morgan Fiscal 
Court, was able to capitalize on 
a state plan designed to make 
Kentucky more competitive in 
efforts to lure new technology- 
based businesses. That plan re- 
sulted in the formation of the 
Office of the New Economy, 
which located regional business 
incubation centers across the 
state and promotes technology- 
based workforce training. 

While owned by the county, 
the cost of building, equipping, 
and maintaining the Technology 
Center was born by the state and 
UK. The building’s total cost in- 
cluded the new Morgan County 
Library on the first floor, which 
was funded by the state Depart- 
ment of Libraries. The switch to 
MSU from UK had been in ne- 
gotiation for two years and re- 
flects a welcome extension of co- 
operation between the two uni- 
versities to expand educational 
opportunities and enhance the 
quality of life throughout this re- 
gion. Because it is just a half hour 
drive from Morehead’s main 
campus, officials at both univer- 
sities as well as most local lead- 
ers seem to be in agreement that 
“MSU is the best fit” for both the 
center and the local community, 
as well as the region. 

Further evidence of the two 
universities’ commitment to the 
area came last week with an an- 
nouncement by UK’s College of 
Medicine that it plans to develop 
a regional training center at MSU 



in an effort to bring more doc- 
tors to rural areas where a dire 
need for physicians exists. UK 
President Lee Todd said the plan 
would increase the size of the UK 
medical school’s incoming 
classes from 103 students to 130 
over the next few years. Begin- 
ning with the class of 2008, each 
class would have 10 students 
spend time in their third and 
fourth years training at MSU. 
MSU’s President Andrews noted 
that learning would take place at 
a new health sciences building 
now under construction in 
Morehead and at St. Claire Re- 
gional Medical Center, which is 
collaborating with MSU on the 
health sciences project.

People’s concern for children 
should never be used as a politi- 
cal football. But that’s the case 
with a debate on a federal pro- 
gram called the State Children’s 
Health Insurance Program, or S- 
CHIP. Expansion of this 1997 
law has become a campaign 
“wedge” issue. Better that it be a 
window of opportunity for a con- 
sensus on reform of healthcare. 

S-CHIP was a bipartisan ven- 
ture between President Clinton 
and a Republican Congress, 
aimed at meeting the medical 
needs of children whose parents 
earned too much to qualify for 
Medicaid but whose income is 
less than twice the poverty line, 
or $41,300 for a family of four. 

This government-managed 
system wasn’t set up, however, 
to become a model for families 
with higher and higher incomes. 
Yet that’s the effect of the bill 
passed by Congress — and ve- 
toed by President Bush. In fact, 
the original program has failed to 
reach many of the intended poor, 
or an estimated 500,000 to 1.5 
million children who are eligible. 
That’s because states (which run 
the program with federal money) 
often fall short in reaching poor 
families or persuading them to 
enroll. 

And the proposed funding of 
S-CHIP’s expansion for five 
years creates its own problem. 

The bill would pay for an ad- 
ditional $35 billion in spending 
by raising the federal excise tax 
on cigarettes by 61 cents. This, 
in effect, pays for the healthcare 
of poor children by taking money 
from smokers, who tend to be the 
poorest and least educated 
Americans. Such a tax is a weak 
reed to sustain the finances of a 
program — what if smoking fur- 
ther declines? — and simply per- 
verse in its logic. 

Extending S-CHIP to families 
who earn three or more times the 



poverty-line income would reach 
many who already have em- 
ployer-provided insurance. This 
could cause many employers to 
drop coverage and thus erode the 
private system that has become 
the cornerstone of healthcare pro- 
posals of most presidential can- 
didates, including Hillary 
Clinton. 

Congress can both reach chil- 
dren whose parents earn more 
than twice the poverty level and 
preserve employer-based insur- 
ance. To do so, it can make 
money available directly to poor 
families, enabling them to pay for 
healthcare providers of their 
choice for their children, or pay 
their share of employer- based 
insurance. 

The money can come as a tax 
credit for poor, working families 
or outright cash for families who 
don’t earn enough to pay taxes. 
Such a step was recommended 
earlier this year by a wide coali- 
tion of groups ranging from the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce to 
the American Medical Associa- 
tion. The credit would be indexed 
to rising healthcare costs and 
based on different costs by re- 
gion. 

Such an idea should become 
the basis for a compromise be- 
tween Mr. Bush and Congress, 
assuming his veto is upheld in the 
House, as expected. It could form 
the kernel for a wider consensus 
on ways to meet the needs of an 
estimated 46 million people who 
currently don’t have health insur- 
ance while keeping the market- 
based healthcare system. 

The issue of healthcare need 
not be a third rail in American 
politics used by one political 
party to burn the other. Renewal 
of S-CHIP the right way can play 
to people’s hopes, not their fears.

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and staff. 

It is time to talk bout the 2008 
state budget; work/discussion 
will begin in January. The gov- 
ernor, senators and representa- 
tives will meet in Frankfort to 
discuss the needs for the state. 
The governor will again present 
his budget, which will need ap- 
proval from the Senate and 
House. As in the past, Governor 
Fletcher has sold bonds for trans- 
portation, water and sewer 
projects. 

For the first time in the his- 
tory of Kentucky, Governor 
Fletcher has sent each city across 
the state some much needed 
blacktop money on the same for- 
mula that they give to counties. 
West Fiberty and Morgan County 
have been receiving our fair 
share in patching monies based 
on road mileage and population, 
not on party politics. In the past 
three years we have received 
over $3 million in water projects 
from state bonds. We still need 
more projects; some of them in- 
clude water, sewer, courthouse, 
county roads and facilities for our 
youth. 

One major concern that I have 
is the deadly curves in different 
parts of the county. Hwy. 460 at 
Bryant Fork was promised by 
legislators last year. However, the 
Transportation Department has 
not received any changes in lan- 
guage from the Fegislature. We 
had over 300 names on a petition 
and the Governor’s Office can 
only change the scope of work 
when our local legislators change 
the language to include that por- 
tion of the road. Some of the 
other dangerous curves include 



Deadmans Curve/460 West; 
Sambo Whitt Curve/191; Route 
7/Mordica Road, and several 
curves on Hwy. 172. 

I would like to have a public 
forum in late November or early 
December to discuss the needs of 
Morgan County with you, the 
citizens, so that I can have some 
good estimated numbers when 
making requests from Frankfort. 
We have a direct link with Con- 
gressman Rogers and Governor 
Fletcher, so let’s not be bashful; 
let’s ask for the things that make 
us safer and help our county con- 
tinue to grow. 

On October 19, starting at 
5:00 p.m. I will be hosting a fish 
fry at the Community Center. I 
plan to speak at 6:00 p.m. Come 
out and eat supper with my wife 
Tammy, Mommy Conley, and 
our entire family. If you need to 
discuss anything, pull me aside 
and I will listen. This invitation 
goes out to everyone. Remember, 
I believe in representing the 
Democrats and Republicans, but 
most of all, I believe in represent- 
ing all the people of Morgan 
County. 

Weather permitting, we will 
have some entertainment by a 
special performer. If you like 
Hank Williams, you need to be 
there. 

Also, my three theme songs 
will be played just before 6:00. 1 
wonder how many people can 
guess what they are? 

One is dedicated to the veter- 
ans. One is what my daddy taught 
me. One is what you, the people 
of Morgan County, have told me.

A Letter to Our Community 

As most of you are already 
aware, the Registered Nurses at 
Morgan County ARH are mem- 
bers of the Kentucky Nurses As- 
sociation. The local unit went on 
strike on October 1, 2007, at 
12:01 a.m., along with the local 
units from all area ARH facili- 
ties. We understand the commu- 
nity is curious as to why we felt 
a strike was necessary. Advertis- 
ing by ARH in the newspaper and 
on radio portray the strike as one 
that is an economic strike, which 
implies that the nurses are strik- 
ing with the intention to receive 
some type of financial gain. We 
do not want our community to 
have the misconception that we 
are greedy or looking for some- 
thing extraordinary in our con- 
tract. 

This is the truth — the regis- 
tered nurses at ARH are paid well 
and enjoy good health benefits, 
yet we were willing to walk out 
to strike, leaving our families 
without our insurance and in- 
come to fight for what we feel is 
right for our community. In to- 
tal, approximately 80% of the 
Registered Nurses at ARH 
walked away from the security 
and comfort their jobs offered. 
These nurses are willing to get 
behind on their house payments, 
their car payments, risk getting 
sick while they have no income 
or health insurance, all in an at- 
tempt to better the work condi- 
tions at ARH. We want adequate 
staffing, we want nurses to not 
be forced into mandatory over- 
time, and we want the security of 
knowing everyone who comes to 
ARH gets the kind of care they 
deserve; we want that because 
the patients at ARH are our par- 
ents and grandparents, our aunts 
and uncles, our sisters and broth- 
ers, our sons and daughters, our 
grandchildren, and our friends 
and neighbors. 

ARH spends a lot of money 
advertising “patient care comes 
first.” Do you believe the adver- 
tising agent who came up with 
that slogan ever held a sick 
patient’s hand? The man at his 
desk that is making ARH’s deci- 
sions is charged with maintain- 
ing company profits. The nurses 
you see everyday care about the 
lives they are entrusted with be- 
cause they are your friends, fam- 
ily, and neighbors, and not be- 
cause they are paid to. They want 
quality patient care so they can 
hold their head high when they 
see you at the grocery store or 
football game. 

We want to come back to 
work. We miss our patients and

I sat in rapt adoration Satur- 
day when Jesse Wells and Bret 
Ratliff from Johnson County, J. 
T. Cure from Elkhorn City and 
Carly Higgins from Rowan 
County blew New England half 
way back to old England play- 
ing music for a bar mitzvah in 
Vermont. Playing not just any 
music, but the music of old Ap- 
palachian ghost fiddlers like 
Sandford Kelly, Buddy Thomas, 
Snake Chapman, John Morgan 
Salyer, or Farmer Howell, and 
the music of old banjer pickers 
like Mai Gibson, Buell Kazee, 
Rufus Crisp or Banjo Bill 
Cornett, who traded tunes for 
votes enriching both politics and 
music. Playing those songs and 
tunes powerful like they were 
born. Power which makes the old 
mountain music able to get old 
and not die. 

Dwight Diller, an old order 
Mennonite preacher who taught 
a banjo class and put me in spe- 
cial ed until I changed my ways 
said that the old mountain music 
is so powerful that it is danger- 
ous. Dora Mae Wagers, a one 
time Coon Creek Girl, once told 
me in cigaretty rasp that sounded 



like Marge Shott, “Larry, I’m 
going to teach you some banjo 
tunes that you’ll never forget . . . 
of course, you may never sleep 
again.” 

The acoustic music played 
with strings from local cats was 
Scotch Irish music played on an 
Italian instrument, the fiddle (the 
difference in a violin and a viola 
is that a viola will burn longer), 
on an African instrument, the 
banjo, with a Spanish instrument, 
a guitar, and sometimes a Ger- 
man French harp. That music has 
come to now be called Old Time 
music and nobody who edits pa- 
pers published in Lexington, no- 
body who produces educational 
television and no Director of 
Tourism except maybe Freddie 
James, knows that it is different 
from bluegrass. Bluegrass started 
in 1941, or a year on either side 
of there, on a certain night at a 
certain place and got named af- 
ter us because Bill Monroe’s 
band was the Bluegrass Boys. 

Bluegrass is wonderful, if you 
like modern stuff, but there was 
music played in the mountains a 
hundred and fifty years before 
bluegrass and that kind of music 
is alive and of such attraction as 
to make it something a young 
man of 13, entering manhood in 
solemn (Jewish) tradition would 
want at his bar mitzvah. 



The Clack Mountain String 
Band (Jesse Wells and crew) 
named themselves after a moun- 
tain, which is less imaginative 
than a band from Corbin, in the 
20s called Fisher Hendley and 
the Aristocratic Pigs. If I were 
going to specialize in bar 
mitzvahs, I would leave that pig 
stuff off my band name. 

The very best music being 
played in Kentucky is almost a 
secret thing, done in the under- 
ground, like in a lodge or some- 
thing. You don’t hear it much on 
radio, KET is, thankfully, un- 
aware that Kentucky is the fer- 
tile grounds for the most delight- 
ful music on earth which is 
uniquely ours and which exists 
because it doesn’t pay much. 

But quality seldom goes un- 
noticed and these youths have 
quietly become the best old time 
string band anywhere playing the 
tunes bluegrass’s grandma 
played. And thus they were in 
Vermont rocking those moun- 
tains with the old mountain mu- 
sic of Kentucky. It was a fine 
place to be.

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School bd. gets update 
on CATS assessments

The Morgan County Board of 
Education at its regular October 
meeting heard a midpoint update 
on the Commonwealth Account- 
ability Testing System’s (CATS) 
accountability cycle for the 2006- 
2007 Kentucky Core Content ex- 
amination from District Assess- 
ment Coordinator Arlie Smith. 

Smith said several schools 
exceeded their accountability 
goals, with the district total fall- 
ing 6.1 points short at 77.9 out of 
140 possible points. 

“This is a halftime total,” 
Smith said. “The scores are cal- 
culated in two-year cycles. The 
district itself did not meet its ac- 
countability goal at the midpoint, 
but has improved 1 .7 points from 
last year. We are working steadily 
toward meeting our 2006-2008 
goal of 84.0 points.” 

Individual school scores are as 
follows: 

• Cannel City Elementary 
School scored 100.6 points, 17.2 
points above accountability goal 
of 83.4 points. 

• East Valley Elementary 
School scored 75.0 points, 6.2 
points below accountability goal 
81.2 points. 

• Ezel Elementary School 
scored 105.6, 16.3 points above 
accountability goal of 89.3 
points. 

• West Liberty Elementary 
School scored 88.8 points, 2.6 
points above accountability goal 
of 86.2 points. 

• Wrigley Elementary School 
scored 95.9 points, 5.5 points 
above accountability goal of 90.4 
points. 

• Morgan County Middle 
School scored 73.3 points, 9.4 
points below accountability goal 
of 82.7 points. 

• Morgan County High School 
scored 71.6 points, 10.4 points 
below accountability goal of 82.0 
points.

AEP reaches $4.6 
billion settlement 
with fed. regulators 

American Electric Power and 
federal regulators have reached 
a $4.6 billion settlement for new 
air-pollution controls, many of 
which it is “well on its way to 
finishing,” reports Ken Ward Jr. 
in The Charleston Gazette. 
“Regulators say their lawsuit 
pushed AEP into those reforms, 
while critics argue the Bush ad- 
ministration is taking too much 
credit for the new settlement.” 
The settlement covers 16 power 
plants in five states: Indiana, 
Ohio, Kentucky, Virginia and 
West Virginia. 

“Government lawyers contin- 
ued the fight through numerous 
legal delays, endless battles over 
document requests and evidence 
secrecy, and Bush administration 
moves to essentially eliminate 
the regulations at the heart of the 
case,” Ward reports. 

The settlement “will bring 
$1.6 billion in new pollution con- 
trols” to the world’s largest coal- 
fired power plant at Rockport,

October is observed as National 
Breast Cancer Awareness Month 



WEST LIBERTY, Ky., Oct. 
15— October is National Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month, and 
the American Cancer Society 
continues to recommend 
mammograms for all women, age 
40 and older, every year to help 
detect breast cancer early. This 
year alone, an estimated 178,480 
women will be diagnosed with 
invasive breast cancer, and an 
estimated 40,460 will die from 
the disease. Breast cancer is the 
most frequently diagnosed non- 
skin cancer in women, and the 
second leading cause of cancer 
death (after lung cancer). 

Although breast cancer death 
rates among women have been 
decreasing steadily since 1990 
due to earlier detection and bet- 
ter treatments, mammography 
rates are now declining accord- 
ing to a recent study. This raises 
causes for concern, as studies 
continue to show that one of the 
most important ways to make 
strides in the fight against breast 
cancer is to ensure that women 
continue getting their yearly 
mammogram, which can detect 
cancer at its earliest, most treat- 
able stages. 

Unfortunately, millions of 
women are missing potential life- 
saving breast cancer screening 
due to lack of insurance. A recent 
study in cancer, a peer-reviewed 
journal of the Society, shows that 
uninsured and Medicaid insured 
women were about 2.5 times 
more likely to be diagnosed with 
advanced breast cancer than 
women with private insurance. 
This study also found that Afri- 
can American and Hispanic 
women were more likely than 
white women to be diagnosed 



with advanced breast cancer, re- 
gardless of insurance status. 

“As we continue to stress the 
importance of mammograms, it 
is also important to raise the is- 
sue of access to the proper 
screenings for the disease,” said 
Shirl Branham, community rep- 
resentative for the American 
Cancer Society. “As critical as 
mammograms are, it is of great 
concern to make sure all women 
can get a mammogram without 
worrying about cost. Every 
woman deserves a mammogram 
every year. That’s why the Soci- 
ety and its sister advocacy orga- 
nization, the American Cancer 
Society Cancer Action Network, 
are working to ensure that all 
women have access to this life- 
saving screening.” 

In addition to mammograms, 
the Society also recommends the 
use of magnetic resonance imag- 
ing (MRI) screening for some 
women at increased risk for 
breast cancer. For most women 
who have a 20 to 25 percent or 
greater lifetime risk of the dis- 
ease, according to risk assess- 
ment tools based mainly on fam- 
ily history, screening with MRI 
and mammography should begin 
at age 30 years and continue for 
as long as a woman is in good 
health. The Society’s guidelines 
are a critical step in helping to 
define who should be screened 
using MRI in addition to mam- 
mography, as women at very high 
risk of breast cancer can be di- 
agnosed much earlier when com- 
bining the two technologies 
rather than mammography alone. 

The American Cancer Society 
offers a variety of free programs 
and services to help women with 



breast cancer. Through its Can- 
cer Resource Network, the Soci- 
ety provides services such as 
transportation to treatment and 
free lodging near cancer treat- 
ment centers, and offers pro- 
grams that connect recently di- 
agnosed women with women 
who have survived breast cancer 
to talk about the experience. The 
Society also offers a program that 
helps female cancer patients 
learn beauty techniques to ad- 
dress appearance and self-image 
during chemotherapy and radia- 
tion treatments. Up-to-date can- 
cer information and referrals to 
local programs and other com- 
munity resources can be obtained 
by calling the Society at 1-800-

Demand for animal 
fat is good news for 
livestock producers 

As the demand for biodiesel 
has grown, so has the demand for 
animal fat used to make it. There 
is not enough fat to fill 
everyone’s needs, reports the Des 
Moines Register. Over the last 
year, the price of animal fat has 
doubled thanks to the rising cost 
of corn brought on by the etha- 
nol boom, writes Paula Lavigne. 
“Today’s higher prices for feed 
corn, fueled by increased etha- 
nol production, are causing live- 
stock producers to supplant more 
of their animals’ diets with fat. 
Fats and greases also can be used 
to make biodiesel, and can be 
cheaper than making the fuel 
with soybean oil.” 

Two plants in Iowa, and five 
others around the nation, are us- 
ing fat to make biofuels. With the 
rise in demand, hog farmers and 
poultry breeders stand to profit. 
The demand won’t spark them to 
make more fat, but it has led to 
some interesting partnerships. 



Lavigne highlights the example 
of meat processor Tyson Foods 
and its deal with ConocoPhillips 
oil company, and Syntroleum, a 
Tulsa fuel technology company, 
to make a combined 250 million 
gallons of renewable diesel per 
year. (Renewable diesel is not the 
same as biodiesel, since it is 
made using a different process.) 

While the demand for fat can 
mean more money for livestock 
owners, it is not changing the in- 
dustry completely. “It probably 
isn’t going to drive the market the 
way that demand for meat prod- 
ucts can, but it can help maintain 
strong prices at a time when 
we’re facing high operating 
costs,” said Joe Schuele, spokes- 
man for the National Cattlemen’s 
Beef Association.

All 120 counties

On October 1, 2007, Acting 
Secretary Chuck Conner de- 
clared the entire state of Ken- 
tucky a disaster area due to 
drought conditions and higher 
than normal temperatures that 
occurred on February 1, 2007, 
and continuing. 

All 120 Kentucky Counties 
were named as primary counties 
where eligible family farmers 
may qualify for FS A EM loan as- 
sistance pursuant to Section 
321(a) of the Consolidated Farm 
and Rural Development Act. 

EM loan applications for 
physical and production losses 
will be received through June 2, 
2008, and applications pending 
on that date may be processed 
and completed. 

Farmers interested in applying 
for assistance should contact 
their local FSA county office.

What should 
you know about 
breast cancer? 

Breast cancer is a serious con- 
cern for women. In fact, breast 
cancer is the most common can- 
cer found in women in the United 
States, excluding skin cancer. 

However, women have effec- 
tive weapons against this disease. 
Early detection efforts such as 
mammography and clinical breast 
exams can help women poten- 
tially save their own lives. Breast 
cancer is 98 percent curable when 
detected and treated in the early 
stages. 

Mammography is the most 
important means of early detec- 
tion because the simple, low-dose 
breast X-rays can detect lumps as 
small as pinheads long before 
physical symptoms can be seen or 
felt. 

Based on current knowledge, 
the American Cancer Society 
makes the following recommen- 
dations: 

• Yearly mammograms are rec- 
ommended starting at age 40 and 
continuing for as long as a woman 
is in good health. 

• Clinical breast examination 
by a health professional should be 
part of a periodic wellness exam, 
about every three years for 
women in their 20s and 30s, and 
every year for women 40 and 
older. 

• Women should know how 
their breasts normally feel and 
report any breast change promptly 
to their health care provider. 



Breast self-examination is an op- 
tion for women starting in their 
20s. 

• Women at increased risk 
(e.g., family history, genetic ten- 
dency, past breast cancer) should 
talk with their doctors about the 
benefits and limitations of start- 
ing mammography screening ear- 
lier, havng additional tests (i.e., 
breast ultrasound and MRI), or 
having more frequent exams.

West Carter broke open a 16- 
point halftime lead, outscoring 
the Cougars 28-8 in the third 
quarter, en route to a 50-14 win 
in Olive Hill.

Next year Coach Linkous and I 
are going to strive to build a full 
Elementary girls and boys team, 
a full Middle School boys and 
girls team, and have hopefully 
build a full girls high school team 
to go with the great nucleus of 
runners that we have”, said 
Coach Garry Harper this week.
